BY-PASSING BATTLES 
ALONG THE DANUBE 


A BATTLE without precedent in 
“&% -tthe Soviet-German war is being 
fought on the Danube plains, 
Reuter’s special correspondent cables 
from Moscow. 

As the Germans continue their all- 
out attempts to relieve their garri- 
son in Budapest, Russian forces are 
driving for Austria, he says, 


Each army, miles behind the 
others’ front line, is deploying 
huge armoured forces. 


Spearheads of the Red Army 
under Marshal Malinovsky are near- 
ing Komarom, rail and road 
junction ón the northern bank of 
the Danube, and the Germans are 
being pressed back with heavy 
slosses. The Soviet breach in the 
Hron River defences is now 10 miles 
wide, and Malinovsky’s men are 
more than 20 miles west of ‘the 
river. That, approximately, is the 
distance by which they have out- 
flanked the Germans pressing down 
from Esztergom towards Budapest. 

Every foot won by the Germans is 
a step deeper into a potential tra 
should Malinovsky’s men switc 
across the Danube near Komarom 
and fall on their flank, states 
Reuter’s correspondent. 

The Germans are swinging whole 
armoured battalions against Tol- 
bukhin’s men guarding the last 20 
miles between them and Budapest.
